There sam at present a substHuotial hnt uatoosn mofioer of civiliaz^ wcrk* 
iag fc»r the Soviet aiXitary establisIaBeat* There ie evidmce that some 
functions prevlousl^ir p«»*fcr»ed by allitsry persosaitel Iwve in th» course 
of redasticsis in recent years cobs increasingly to Iw fiUad by civilian 
esi^Xejyees, :i^krtieularly in coostn^tioa and other loi^jtieal activity. 

¥e believe tlist this ^end irill be intensified during current reductic«s 
in active ailttary personnel.

Aviation Technolc^, Scientifie- 
fechaioal natters, Sadto-.£llectrcnio8, and Shipbuilding, sM by tl^ Minis- 
lury of Msdim Building (nuclear msapons). Tho ma&mrs of active 

duty aiXitary ij^sonneX estisnt^ here mm thsase p'iaafrlly sid^ordlsate to 
the Ministry at l^^nae aa& at aisslle test ranges, in electrooios, nu- 
clear devel^pnent, and aviation technolcgy. Other sdlitary perscxn:#! in 
and allied finy:tla^ are counted in other categories.
